4. Explain the procedure producing pain and/or distress. 

Our work utilizes a controllable/noncoDtroliable stress paradigm to dissociate physical from psychological aspects of 
stress. In this model system, an animal pair receives identical physical stressors, but differs in the psychological aspect 
of control over the stressor. One animal, the executive, can terminate the stress through a bar press, while the yoked 
partner cannot. Thus, both animals receive the identical physical stressor in terms of amount, duration, and intensity, 
but differ only in the psychological aspect of coping. The stimulus intensity is 0.8mA, which is the minimum stimulus 
intensity aversive enough to motivate escape behavior. The shock boxes are connected to scrambled shock generators, 
and the lever press in the executive box is connected so that when the executive animal presses the bar, the shock is 
terminated in both the executive and yoked boxes. Our work has shown that the executive animal learns this behavior 
in 10-15 trials. If, on an individual trial, the executive animal makes no response, the shock will be terminated after 30 
seconds. One session consists of 80 trials; the intertriai interval is a variable schedule ranging from 5 to 115 seconds, 
with a mean duration of 60 seconds. The average sessioo lasts 90 minutes. Therefore, the total duration of shock is 
less than 5 minutes spread out over a 90 minute period.

The mild stressor used in these studies is necessary to develop an animal model of human depression. Many of the 
characteristics of the yoked animal mimic what is observed in a depressed patient Also, depressive episodes in 
humans can be triggered by exposure to uncontrollable stress. By using the executive/yoked animal model in the 
laboratory, we can examine the effects of stressors on the brain and how the psychological factor of coping alters the 
effects of the stressor. The ultimate goal is to try to apply these findings to the human condition, specifically the link 
between stress, depression, and the impact on reproduction. Relief of the stressor would be totally counter to the goals 
of the study.

These animals are non-target species (NTS) inadvertently caught in pit-fall traps set along side a drift fence to catch amphibians for an 
amphibian survey. The traps were open for 54 nights between October 1 2001 and September 30 2002 at study locations. The 100% 
mortality result from the animals falling into the trap and drowning due to about 1-2" of water that sits in the traps to keep the 
amphibians alive. The traps are fitted with platforms and when the protocol was renewed in 2002, the IACUC asked for an additional 
modification to the procedure. The PI placed dowels inside the traps to allow NTS to escape. Below are the data showing the results

When an animal dies presumably due to drowning or exposure, the pain classification is always £. In this study, pain and distress 
could not be eliminated because the traps are set to trap amphibians and keep them alive. The traps in this study are only left open for 
12 to 24 hours and even with more frequent checks, the animal moralities are high because the small mammals die within 5-10 
minutes of falling into the trap. Drift fences and pit traps are acceptable and effective methods for studying amphibians and 
eliminating them would negatively impact the survey.

The modification s to the traps is leading to fewer animal deaths, presumably because more NTS animals escaped.

A study conducted by students participating in a biology course, without consultation with the professor 
conducted an unauthorized experiment on 6 gerbils. The students exposed the gerbils to an unknown 
amount of noise (loud music) to determine f the animals' ability to navigate a "T" maze would be altered. . 
Because the IACUC or the PI did not sanction the work, neither the IACUC nor PI knows the specifics 
(exact length, frequency, decibels, etc.) to completely address the question. 

The IACUC conducted an investigation into this violation and reported its finding to OLAW.

S ummar y of Exceptions to the Guide for the Care and Use of Laboratory Animals : 


Non -Standard Housing: 

During this federal reporting year, there was one protocol that required 4 hamsters voluntarily 
exercise using rodent exercise wheels. The wheels' (5" in diameter) did not fit in the standard 
cages, so the researchers proposed modifying two 10 gallon glass aquariums so the wheels could 
be suspended 5" from the top of the aquarium. The aquarium dimensions were 10.5" by 20" with 
a 12.5 depth. The floor space was within the recommended limits of the Guide for hamsters 
approximately 80 grams in weight. 

The cage contained normal bedding. The food and water were suspended 5" from the bottom of 
the aquarium and within the anim al's reach. Standard st ainl ess steel lids were used as a cover 
and were taped down to prevent them horn sliding. The modification to the housing presented no 
physical hazard to the animals.
